B ill COSBY is finally 
cornered! 

The disgraced actor - 
who's been accused of 
rape by more than 40 women 
- will finally have to answer 
questions regarding at least 
one of the sex attack charges 
against him. 

A California judge or- 
dered Cosby to give an 
Oct. 9 deposition in a 
lawsuit filed by Judy 
Huth. She claims she 
was just 15 when the 
accused serial rap- 
ist assaulted her at 
the Playboy Mansion 
in 1974. Cosby tried 
to wiggle out of the 
sworn testimony. 

Scandal-scarred comic 

Huth, who met the 
scandal-scarred comic 
on the set of one of 
his movies, says Cosby 
plied her with beers as 
they played billiards. ^ 

Later, she claims, he tried to put his hand down 
her pants. When she refused, Cosby allegedly 


grabbed her hand and forced her to perform a 
sex act on him. 

"There's no escape for him now," a law 
enforcement source tells GLOBE. "By being 

forced to give a deposition about 
what went on with that 15-year- 
old at the Playboy Mansion, he'll 
have to finally tell the truth." 

The father of five - who 
played beloved Dr. Cliff 
Huxtable on NBC's The Cosby 
Show - was exposed as a sex 
creep after bombshell admis- 
sions from a 2005 deposition 
were made public July 6. 

In the unsealed testimony, 
Cosby, 78, admitted to purchas- 
ing Ouaaludes and giving them 
to young women before having 
sex with them. 

"I give her Ouaaludes. 
We then have sex," he 
testified. 

The Emmy-winning actor 
did not admit to commit 
ting any criminal act and 
his lawyer stated the sex 
was consensual. 

"He's dodged and 
denied and fought back 
against the myriad other 
women who claimed he 
abused them - but now 
his back is up against the wafi " adds the 
law enforcement source. "At least in this case, 
Cosby's going to have to come clean - finally!"

The singer, 60, recently 
announced she and estranged 
hubby Narvel Blackstock, 58, 
were splitting after 26 years 
of marriage. Reba insists they 
will continue to work together 
running their music manage- 
ment company, Starstruck 
Entertainment. 

But sources tell GLOBE they

doubt the couple can avoid 
an all-out war that puts their 
business empire - as well as 
Starstruck’s prized clients 
Blake Shelton and Kelly 
Clarkson - up for grabs. 

“Reba says Narvel is still 
her manager even though 
they’re not together as a 
couple anymore, but it’s hard 
to see how that will work 
out,” a friend says. 

Launched her career 

Blackstock helped McEntire 
become one of country mu- 
sic biggest stars. She’s sold a 
whopping 85 million al- 
bums and scored 
more than three 
dozen No. 1 
songs. He also 
helped launch 
her acting career. 
Reba’s self- 
titled TV sit- 
com ran on 
the WB Net- 
work from 
2001 to 2007. 
It’s that inti- 
mate business 
relationship that 
ultimately destroy- 
ed the marriage, 
another source 
tells GLOBE.

“Narvel has always believed 
he was the brains behind their 
operation, but it was Reba 
who got all the glory,” the 
source says. “Over time, Reba 
didn’t like the way Narvel 
handled her career. As she got 
older, she started to believe 
Narvel was more interested in 
his younger clients like Blake 
and Kelly.” 

Muddying the waters is the 


fact that Blackstock’s son, 
Brandon, from his previ- 
ous marriage, is married to 
Clarkson and personally han- 
dles Shelton’s career. 

Friends say Starstruck will 
likely be ripped apart during 
the divorce, with Reba retain- 
ing control. 

If that happens, “Blake 
would likely try to get out of 
his contract, and Brandon 
would be in a tight spot,” says 
the friend. “Would he stay 
with his dad or keep working 
for Reba? 

“Narvel and Reba are say- 
ing all the right things now, 
but it’s easy to see why their 
divorce could get very, very 
ugly.” 
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C ORONERS who con- 
ducted an autopsy on 
Whitney Houston’s 
tragic daughter, Bobbi 
Kristina, came up with 
a huge question mark - they 
can’t determine what killed 
the 22-year-old who died after 
nearly six months in a coma! 

After examining her remains, 
Georgia’s Fulton County Medical 
Examiner still doesn’t know 
Bobbi Kristina’s cause of death - 
or exactly what happened before 
she was discovered face down 
and unconscious in her bathtub 
back in January! 

Now relatives in charge of 
the young woman’s estate have 
clobbered her boyfriend, Nick 
Gordon, 26, with a $10 million 
lawsuit charging he viciously 
beat her just before the tragedy. 
And lawmen are probing the sit- 
uation, too, suspecting she may 
have been killed! 

“This case is not over!” declares 
Paul Huebl, a former Chicago 
cop who’s now a top Hollywood 
private eye. 

“Because Bobbi 
Kristina spent so 
long in a coma, 
the initial autopsy 
information will 
show very little. 

“But there were 
reports she had 
purple and blue 
bruises on her 
forehead, a swol- 
len mouth and a missing tooth 
when she was first admitted to 
the hospital. 

“She was in a coma for the 
















next six months, so those injuries 
healed before her death on July 
26. Obviously, they wouldn’t be 
seen during the autopsy. 

“However, detectives and 
CSI experts will uncover more 
evidence.” 

Foul play 

On Jan. 31, Bobbi 
Kristina, daughter 
of the I Will Al- / 
ways Love You 
singer Houston 
and R&B star 
Bobby Brown, 
was discovered 
unresponsive in 
a bathtub at her 
Roswell, Georgia, 
townhouse. 

Her prelimi- 
nary autopsy, per- 
formed more than 
six months after 
she was found in 
her tub, '‘did not re- 
veal an underlying 
cause of death and no 
significant injuries were 
noted,” says the medical 
examiner. 

But grief-stricken family 


members insist she was 
the victim of foul play. 

And in court papers 
filed June 24, conser- 
vators of Bobbi Kris- 
tina’s estate charge 
that she and her boy- 
friend, Gordon, “became 
embroiled in a large 
argument.” 

They claim he attacked 
her, “punching her in the 
face, knocking out a front 
tooth and dragging her 
upstairs by the hair.” 

And after she was placed 
in a medically-induced 
coma, Gordon stole “in 
excess of $11,000” from 
her bank account, the 
suit alleges. 

Gordon has denied 
any wrongdoing, but 
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Bobbi

has refused to discuss any de- 
tails of her last night. However, 
his lawyer claims Bobbi Kristina 
habitually got high and passed 
out in bathtubs. 

Meanwhile, Huebl notes 
Gordon could be held account- 


able “if he exploited her drug 
addictions for his monetary 
gain.” 

Ironically, Bobbi Kristina’s 
superstar mom died in simi- 
larly suspicious circumstances. 
She was found dead on Feb. 11, 


2012 at age 48, in a Beverly Hills 
hotel bathtub. While her death 
was ruled a drowning due to 
heart disease and cocaine use as 
GLOBE has previously reported, 
Huebl believes the scene was 
staged and she was likely mur- 
dered by her drug dealers. 

Huebl also notes the Georgia 
coroner has subpoenaed Bobbi 
Kristina’s medical records and 
won’t determine a cause of death 
until he reviews them, and fur- 
ther testing is completed. 

These records will show any

injuries she had before they 
healed. 

“The evidence suggests Bobbi 
Kristina was the victim of a bru- 
tal attack,” says the private eye. 

“We’ll find out soon enough 
whether cops charge someone 
in her death - and the mystery is 
finally solved.”

Now William’s wife, Kate, 33, is haunted 
her children, toddler George and newborn 
Charlotte, could grow up without a dad.

of classified material.” 

The controversy over Clinton’s 
e-mail exploded in the summer of 
2014 following congressional re- 
quests related to the deadly 2012 
attacks on a U.S. compound in 
Benghazi, Libya. 

At that point, government of- 
ficials say the State Department 
lawyers preparing a response sud- 
denly realized they didn’t have 
access to some of Hillary’s records. 

In March, it was revealed 
Clinton, 67, exclusively used a 
private e-mail account set up at 
her Chappaqua, N.Y., home - and 
run on her own computer servers. 

Government officials believe 
hundreds of e-mails that passed 
through the private server may 
have contained classified or sen- 
sitive information, sparking the 
new FBI investigation. 

Hillary’s case is “far more severe 
than anything that Petraeus has 
done,” charges FOX News political 
commentator Sean Hannity, add- 
ing that the Department of Justice 
will “probably demand jail time.” 

And that could be Hillary’s 
worst nightmare. 


“Hillary’s ambitions have turned 
from winning the White House to 
desperately praying she won’t go 
to prison,” says a source. “You can 
see the cracks developing in her 
usually strong demeanor. The fact 
that the FBI is now involved in the 
e-mail scandal is huge. 

“She’s had fantasies since she 
was a teenager about becoming 
President and has been anticipat- 
ing moving into the White House 
again - but she now has to be 
worried she’ll be moving into a 
cell at a federal prison.

A TIGHT-KNIT California 
artists’ community is 
reeling after a precious 
8-year-old girl was 
kidnapped, raped and strangled 
by a local teen, say cops. 

Shockingly, the suspect is a 
shy, 15-year-old yo-yo expert, 
Adrian Jerry “A.J.” Gonzalez, 
who is well-known and 
popular in the Santa Cruz 
neighborhood. The crime 
shocked the trendy area. 

Loyal neighbors 


charges we filed,” he says. 
“We’re going to bring him to 
justice, and there is no plea 
deal on the table for anything.” 

Cops say the twisted teen 
lured Maddy into the apart- 
ment where he lived with his 
mom, then tied her up, raped 
her and ended her budding life 
before dumping her body in a 
recycling bin. 


While some residents won- 
dered if Maddy could have 
been saved, cops say evidence 
shows Gonzalez murdered her 
before she’d been reported 
missing. 

“It’s my belief that she was 
killed before we even got the 
phone call on Sunday night,” 
says Santa Cruz Police Chief 
Kevin Vogel.

Little Madyson “Maddy” 
Middleton went missing July 26 
as she rode her Razor scooter 
around the Tannery Arts Cen- 
ter. Loyal neighbors quickly 
rallied to help lawmen in a 
massive search. 

But their efforts 
were actually ham- 
pered by Gonzalez, 
who took a bizarre 
interest in their 
activities. 

Resident Setorro 
Garcia recalls Gon- 
zalez “suspiciously” 
kept asking if there 
were “any updates” 
during the street- 
by-street search 
for the girl. The 
teen became such a nui- 
sance Garcia says he felt like 
“shooing him away.” 

Tragically, less than 24 
hours after Maddy was report- 
ed missing, a detective found 
her body - tied and ravaged - 
stashed in a recycling bin. 

Soon after the grisly dis- 
covery, cops say they spotted 


rape and kidnapping. 

Gonzalez is too young to 
be eligible for the death pen- 
alty, but he’s being charged 
as an adult and could face life 
in prison without parole. And 
Santa Cruz District Attorney 
Jeff Resell has pledged to win 
justice for Maddy. 

“We’re confident in the

As Gonzalez remains locked 
up in a juvenile detention cen- 
ter awaiting trial, neighbors 
at the artists’ colony - a 
public-private non-profit that 
includes 100 affordable loft 
apartments for artists and their 
families - still can’t believe he 
was the one arrested. 

Mental health history 

“He was the quiet kid that 
played with the yo-yo,” notes 
Garcia. 

Another neighborhood res- 
ident, Lisa Silas, adds, “I 
thought it had to be a mistake. 
I can’t speculate for A.J. or 


his mental health history, but 
to do something like that, he 
must have had some history 
we didn’t know about.” 

Lawmen are staying tight- 
lipped about the case, but 
a social media posting by 
Gonzalez shows his dark side. 
In it, he quotes song lyrics say- 
ing, “The dreams in which I’m 
dying are the best I’ve had.” 

But even as the community 
mourns Maddy’s tragic loss, 
neighbor Garcia vows they 
will stick together. 

“We are family,” he says.

The pal turned over the tape to the 
local police, who paid Todd a visit in his 
Edmond, Okla., home. At first, the creep 
denied abusing Luna, a shorthaired female 
kitty he’d recently adopted. But cops say 
he eventually confessed, claiming the fickle 
feline was antisocial and bit him - and he 
just “snapped,” tossing her 10 times. 

“I just get frustrated and I take it person- 
ally, and I know it’s not personal,” Todd 
told cops.

Animal Services officials say when they 
arrived at Todd’s apartment, Luna was 
listless and wet. She’d suffered internal 
injuries, possible head trauma and had 
several claws ripped out. 

“She seemed like she was almost dead,” 


says Edmond Animal Services officer Cara 
Drake. 

Fortunately, the tough cat is expected to 
make a full recovery, then be put up for 
adoption again. 

Meanwhile, a petition calling for Todd to 
face the maximum penalty - five years in 
the slammer and a $500 fine - has amassed 
nearly 2,000 signatures!

J OAN RIVERS may be 
gone, but she’s not 
forgotten! 

As the first anniver- 
sary of the comedy legend’s 
death approaches, her daugh- 
ter, Melissa, reveals some 
embarrassing - and funny - 
things about her tart-tongued 
mom.

WRESTLING legend Rowdy 
Roddy Piper is at the center 
of a shocking autopsy cover- 
up scandal. 

An ace investigator charg-

“That would only reveal what sub- 
stances were present hours before he 
died, not his history of drug use that 
could have weakened his heart.” 

Forgoing an autopsy is especially 
surprising since Piper predicted 
he’d go to an early grave because of 
the toll wrestling took on his body. 

In a 2003 interview he said, “I 
can’t touch my pension plan until 
I’m 65. I’m not going to make 65. 
Let’s just face facts.” 

Blows to the head 

According to Carman, the married 
father of four may have been strick- 
en with CTE (chronic traumatic 
encephalopathy) which is caused 
by repeated concussions and 
blows to the head over years. 

It’s the same condition that 
sent grappler Chris Benoit into 
a murderous - and suicidal - 
rage in June 2007. 

Says Carman, “Unless 
there’s an autopsy, no one 
will ever know what really 
killed him.”
